1372 MOTOR VEHICLES 


Jefferson 
City, 
Sept. 
27.—The 
State Highway 
Department, in its 
road-building program, uses 1372 mo­ 
tor vehicles, to which it holds title. 
This total includes motor cars, trucks 
and tractors uaed on highway con­ 
struction and maintenance work and 
those assigned 
to special 
road dis­ 
tricts. 
Of the total, 
202 
are 
passenger 
cars, 987 are trucks and 183 are trac­ 
tors. 
The headquarters of the high­ 
way department 
in Jefferson 
City 
has the use of eight passenger cars, 
while 188 passenger cars are,devoted 
to the use of division engineers, pro­ 
ject engineers and surveying parties 
over the state. 
The maintenance de­ 
partm ent 
uses 
20 
passenger cars, 
while four are placed with state in­ 
stitutions and two are in special road 
district 
The 987 trucks are dtetributed 
as 
follow^s: 
Surveying 
parties, 
13; 
maintenance, 350; state institutions, 
6; 
special 
districts, 
165; 
county 
courts, 303; contractors, 69, and un­ 
assigned, 89. 
The maintenance department uses 
120 of the 163 tractors, 21 are in the 
hands of special road districts, 
20 
have 
been 
turned 
over 
to county 
courts and contractors are using 22. 
It was shown by records of 
the 
Highwmy Department that the 
cost 
of operating trucks, cars and tractors 
which are used by state institutions, 
road districts, county courts and con­ 
tractors 
is 
paid by the persons 
or 
concerns to whom the vehicles are as­ 
signed. All these machines carry of­ 
ficial license plates. 
Not ail of the cars and trucks have 
been 
purchased, 
highway 
officials 
said, as most of them were procured 
by the Highway 
Commission 
from 
Federal 
authorities. 
Only 201 cars 
and trucks were purchased outright 
and 90 of the machines obtained from 
the Government have been traded for 
new cars. 
A complete record of the operating 
expense of the 
highway machines, 
both individually and collcetively, is 
kept at the Highway Department, it 
was said, and cars are watched as to 
durability and service.

FIND SACRIFICIAL URNS 
BENEATH ANCIENT CITY 


New York, September 23.—Includ­ 
ed in the cargo 
of 
the 
leviathan, 
which 
docked 
here 
today, were 20 
strange and bizarre urns, being 
a 
selected group of 120 specimens 
of 
sacrifioal urns 
dug up d ¡ring 
six 
weeks in the ancient Phoenician city 
of Carthage, found lying 33 feet be­ 
low the upper strata of eartih. 
The colection was brougnt to this 
country by County Byron De Prorak, 
who for five years has been conduct­ 
ing explorations in the ru;ns of Tun­ 
isia. 
The significance of the urns, said 
Count De Prorak, is that they date 
back five centuries before the Christ­ 
ian era. 
Sealed within them are the 
charred bones of infants who were 
votive offerings 
to the god Moloch 
and his consort, Tanit. 
The urns are in a remarkble state 
of preservation. 
They were found in 
the temple of Tanit. 
Count De Pro­ 
rak said he would take them at once 
to 
the Smithsonian 
Institution 
at 
Washington, wihere they will be 
ex­ 
hibited. 
To * reach 
the 
Phoenician ruins, 
Count De Prorak said, he had to go 
down through five 
distinct 
civiliza­ 
tions, first the Sacracen of the eighth 
century, then the Byzantine, next the 
Vandal, then the Roman, 
then 
the 
Carthagenian, 
or 
Phoenician. This 
early Carthage, he explained, reflect­ 
ed the influence of Egypt. 
Curious 
things 
in 
the collection 
were 
lip 
stick 
and 
rouge boxes, 
bronze mirrors and 
scissors, 
ivory 
hair pins and many other little toilet 
articles used by the women of that 
period. 
Perhaps the strangest 
find among 
the ruins were clay pipes, indicating 
strongly that tobacco had been smok­ 
ed in them. 
This upholds the claim of 
many 
scientists 
that 
people of the early 
periods used tobacco.
